1 . FOLLOWING IS SUMMARY OF AUG. 26-27 COVERAGE OF OWEN- YOUNG 
TRIP AND OTHER EVENTS. 

2. OWEN- YOUNG TRIP. A.P. (MAUREEN JOHNSON) REPOTED AUG. 27 
FROM LUSAKA THAT OWEN AND YOUNG "STILL IN BUSINESS DESPITE 
TOUGH OPPOSITION FROM BOTH BLACK AND WHITE AFRICANS. AFTER 
NOTING SIMULTANEOUS TALKS SATURDAY IN LUSAKA AND 
PRETORIA (SMITH- VORSTER) STORY SAID OWEN AND YOUNG "FACE AN 
UPHILL TASK" WITH BOTH SIDES ATTACKING KEY ELEMENT - 

THE REPORTED PROPOSAL TO DISBAND RHODESIAN ARMY AND DISARM 
GUERRILLAS.... MEDIA COVERED OWEN-YOUNG NEWS CONFERENCE 
IN LUSAKA AUG. 26 AND REPORTED,AS NYTIMES (DARNTON) 

WROTE, THE TWO "SOUGHT TO DISPEL THE NOTION, EXPRESSED 
IN REPORTERS' QUESTIONS, THAT THEY WERE ON A FUTILE 
JOURNEY."... FROM SALISBURY. REUTERS REPORTED AUG. 26 
THAT IAN SMITH SAID HE WOULD REJECT PLAN IF IT INCLUDED HIS 
OWN RESIGNATION AND DISMANTLING OF RHODESIAN FORCES.

"PRETTY SURE WE WILL GET THE NECESSARY SUPPORT FROM

TALKS ARE PROGRESSING."... WASHPOST (ROBIN WRIGHT) 

AUG. 25 FROM LUSAKA SAID SMITH REGIME HAD ALREADY REJECTED IN

COUNCIL A HARD-LINE STATEMENT THAT ATTACKED 'AMERICAN 
AND ZIONIST MANEUVERS. PLO, ARTICLE SAYS, DISMISSED 
UN SECURITY COUNCIL RES. 242 FOR IGNORING "THE NATIONAL
